Applicant's arguments do not comply with 37 CFR 1.1 11 (c) because they do not clearly point out the patentable novelty which he or she 
thinks the claims present in view of the state of the art disclosed by the references cited or the objections made. Further, they do not 
show how the amendments avoid such references or objections. 

Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant amends and states the user identification 
"comprising an identifier corresponding to an account number used in a transaction" and to avoid the use of "user profile"; however, as 
noted in page 6, lines 15-27, it simply refer to the billing method by using a credit card or an ATM card with the number captured and 
used in the transaction; and as in the remark of the previous argument on page 13, 2nd paragraph for the example of pumping gas and 
the user uses the credit card (understood with his account number) for this claiming feature. Gershman teaches the same technique as 
the user can maintain and control his/her own user profile for billing purposes (refer to col. 38/line 63 to col. 39/line 12); and as illustrated 
in Fig. 17 and column 44/lines 14-37, the user can use a smart card that uniquely identifying the owner/purchaser to pay for the hotel 
service using a digital certificate as an identifier corresponding to an account number (of the smart card). Then, applicant does not 
accept the fact that Gersman teaches this feature, and again mention the pumping gas example, but then strangely states that 
Gershman fails to disclose a system in which target programming content is delivered to a user idenitified by an account number used in 
the transaction. 
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
